Summary of Characteristics of the registered Variety 

This variety originated from crossing of 'Baccarat blue' 
and a wild type native to Brazil. This variety has slightly 
small sized vivid bluish purple flowers and is suitable for 
flower potting and bedding. The growth habit is twining and 
decumbent, and the plant height is considerably short. The 
stem length is considerably long, the stem diameter is 
considerably thin, the anthocyanin pigmentation is present, 
pubescence is normal, the number of the primary branching is 
considerably few and that of the secondary branching is 
slightly few and the internode length is slightly short. The 
leaf shape is elliptic, the leaf -attaching angle to stem is 
upward, the leaf length is slightly long, and the width and 
the leaf color of the upper surface is normal, no variegated 
leaf is present, the leaf thickness is slightly thick and 
pubescence is normal. The single typed, slightly small 
sized, single-colored flower opens horizontally, the shape of 
the corolla tube is medium, and flower has a vivid bluish 
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purple (J.H.S. 8306) color, the bottom color of the inside 
corolla throat has a vivid purple (J.H.S, 8605) ground color 
with dark reddish purple (J.H.S. 8909) vein, and the outside 
color of the corolla tube has a deep purple (J.H.S. 8608) 
ground color with dark purple (J.H.S. 8609) vein. The color 
fading of the petal is strong, the apex shape of the petal is 
obtuse, the incision thereof is shallow, the undulation grade 
of the petal margin is weak, the shape of calyx is medium, 
the shape of the pistil is slightly thin, the shape of stamen 
is small, the position of a pistil is lower than that of 
stamens, the number of stamens is medium, the peduncle length 
is considerably short and the diameter thereof is thin. The 
present variety is distinguishable from 'Rondo Violet 1 in 
that flowers opens horizontally and the bottom color of the 
inside corolla throat has a vivid purple ground color with 
dark reddish purple vein, and so on. 

Summary of the breeding history of the registered variety 

This variety was selected from seedlings obtained by 
crossing of 'Baccarat Blue' and a wild type native to Brazil 
in a greenhouse of Suntory Ltd. at Hakushu-cho, Kitakoma-gun, 
Yamanashi in 1994. Afterward the examination of the 
characteristics was continued while propagating and the 
breeding was completed in 1995 by confirming that the 
characteristics were stable. 
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
